From every front steady progress 


is reported for the armies of Eng- 
land, France, Russia and Italy. 


Fighting is ip progress over battle

In the eastern theater the Russ- 


ians are rolling forward in Galicia 
crushing out Austro-German resist- 
ance wherever it is attempted. Fol- 
lowing the fall of Stanislim the Rus- 
sians are again driving northward !n 
the direction of Lemberg and it is 
believed that the important fortified 
Galician city of Halici has either 
been captured by the Russians or is 
on the point of falling , into their 
hands. 


In the western theater of war the 


Anglo-French armies are carrying 
out a methodical advance on the 
Somme . front while, at Verdun the 
French have launched counter blows 
which are winning back, piece by 
Apiece, the ground >ost to the Ger- 
mans in their furious drive that was

Human Faces.

WASHINGTON. D. C.. Aug. 18.— 


A few months ago, a plate printer 
employed in the bureau of engrav- 
ing and printing at Washington hart 
his thumb. The injury 
appeared 


•light and he neglected to have it 
attended to until a bone felon form- 
ed, which greatly Interfered with his 
work. When be finally did seek med- 
ical attention, it looked as if tbe 
entire, thumb would nave to be am- 
putated. 
Instead, however, at the 


suggestion of Us physician, be en- 
tered the Polyclinic hospital in Phil- 
adelphia, where bis thumb was re- 
stored by a unique method. Unscien- 
tifically, speaking a piece of flesh was 
removed from the right side of his 
abdomen and moulded Into a new 
thumb, when for all practical pur- 
poses is as good as tbe old one. To 
be sure, there are a few things to 
be desired, so far as the sculpture 
is concerned, and tbe digit lacks a 
certain natural flexibility, but the im- 
portant fact remains that tbe printer 
has a thumb with wbicb to resume 
bis work. 


With surgery in this bigb stage of 


perfection, joyriding 
and the han- 


dling of bigh explosives 
begin to 


lose their terrors for us, r.nd to sug- 
gest the possible means of chang- 
ing certain facial characteristics that 
tend to mar our beauty. Many peo- 
ple are constantly irritated by the 
shape of their noses, for instance, 
and if these could he mashed into a 
pulp and then sculptored by tbe 
plastic surgeon at tbe expense of a 
generous slice of double chin, the ac- 
cident insurance companies 
would 


be compelled to go out of business. 
In order to protect these last brisk 
and up-to-date business concerns 
from bankruptcy, however, it should 
be stated that the substituted anat- 
omy la not always beautiful and dur- 
ing the process of manufacture is 
something of a nuisance. 


Thus the printer who was given 


a new thumb was to unmedical mind 
the victim of a somewhat harrowing 
experience. First they cleansed his 
thumb thoroughly, then they made 
an incision in his abdomen near tht 
appendix and attached the end of 
his thumb to tbe flesh with several 
stitches. Here it stayed for several 
days until it had grown fast to his 
body, after which it was separated 
by the kife and 
the skin moulded 


into the thumb contour. The cav- 
ity left in the abdomen was taken 
care of by another skin-grafting op- 
eration. In the case of face wounds, 
however, this method is, of course, 
impossible since unfortunately na- 
ture made no adequate provision for 
grafting the face on to anything but 
the neck. 


Plastic surgery has been rracticed 


more or less indifferently through 
out the ages. One occasionally reads 
of some learned Italian of the six- 
teenth century who was exception- 
ally skillful in building out cheeks 
and noses, 
and many 
remarkable 


tales have 
come from the beauty 


parlors. 
But plastic surgery today 


is saving the lives of half the wound- 
ed of Europe.

that a protuberent lip is sometimes 
made use of by the surgeon and cites 
the case of a soldier who gladly gave 
up part of his in order to supply a 
portion of his nose which had been 
shot off in battle 
He is now able 


to sneeze with perfect equanimity. 


Another man 
brought into 
the 


American ambulance hospital had a 
fracbyed Jaw and an 
ugly 
void 


where there should 
have been a 


chin. After much painstaking work, 
the surgeon was able to rebuild this 
man's face out of chaos. The den- 
tal department first attended to his 
law, and then, the wound clean, the 
surgeon succeeded in drawing the 
mans' lips up and in stretching and 
moulding his cheeks so as to form 
a part of his chin, the other part 
being formed by the new skin which 
grew up from his lower" jaw. 
This 


man, of course, will always have a 
marred face, but if it had not been 
for the 
skill of 
the 
surgeon he 


would probably not have any at all.
